ration coupons before these items can 
be purchased, Tourists who visit Can- 
ada for seven days or longer will be 
able to obtain temporary ration 
cards. Tourists don’t need these cards 
when they are stopping at hotels or 
boarding houses. Temporary ration 
cards may be obtained at Local 
Ration Boards which are located in 
many districts throughout the west. 
In this district American tourists 
should go to the Local Ration Board 
at Wainwright, It is illegal to sell or 
to purchase any rationed commodi- 
ties without surrendering coupons. 
Tourists planning to take rationed 
commodities back, to United: States 
are advised that custom regulations 
permit meat, butter and preserves 'to 
be taken out up ‘to $5 in value.
